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ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1952. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1952. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  of  your  area  remains 
good  and  the  sanitary  conditions  are  satisfactory. 

The  one  and  only  industry  in  the  area  is  coal  mining  which 
is  carried  on  in  two  collieries,  one  of  which  is  in  the  area  of  the 
council  and  the  other  just  outside  the  boundary  of  the  district, 
but  drawing  its  labour  force  from  the  district.  The  Warsop  Main 
Colliery  employs,  on  an  average,  1,699  men  of  which  number  1,322 
are  underground  workers.  The  figures  for  the  Welbeck  Colliery 
are  1,622  and  1,270  respectively. 

I  think  these  figures  may  be  accepted  as  applicable  to  this 
area  since  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  number  of  those  miners 
from  Warsop  who  work  in  other  collieries  is  balanced  by  miners 
from  outside  the  district. 


Birth  Rate. 

The  general  birth  rate  was  17.13  per  thousand  of  the  population 
compared  with  17.49  and  17.78  in  the  preceding  two  years.  The 
fact  that  the  difference  between  17.13  for  1952  compared  with 
17.49  for  1951  is  accounted  for  by  four  fewer  births  in  1952  than 
in  1951  emphasises  the  need  for  caution  in  comparing  rates  where 
the  population  involved  is  relatively  small. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  (5)  is  the  same  as  last  year 
but  the  number  of  still  births  increased  from  2  last  year  to  5  this 
year.  Reference  to  the  appropriate  tables  shows  the  drastic  effect 
of  small  actual  numbers  on  the  respective  rates. 
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It  is  of  small  interest  to  note  that  the  reduction  in  the  number 
of  births  over  the  past  three  years  has  affected  the  males  only,  e.g. 
108  male  births  in  1950,  104  in  1951  and  98  in  1952. 


Deaths. 

There  were  110  deaths  during  the  year,  55  male  and  55  female, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  12.81  per  thousand  of  the  population.  This 
rate  is  the  same  as  last  year,  and  like  the  birth  rate  a  little  higher 
than  the  national  figures. 

Deaths  attributable  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  diseases  of 
the  blood  vessels  in  the  nervous  system  constituted  the  largest 
single  group. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate. 

The  national  infant  mortality  rate  continues  to  show  a  favour¬ 
able  decline  but  the  rate  for  this  area  has  jumped  up  from  30.93 
last  year  to  47.37  this  year.  This  increase  is  due  to  three  more 
deaths  in  1952  than  in  1951. 


Maternal  Mortailty. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  1952. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

There  were  no  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  in  the  area  during 
the  year. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  during  the  year.  There 
were  204  cases  of  measles  notified  compared  with  87  cases  last 
year  and  88  cases  in  1950.  The  greatest  incidence  occurred  in 
the  age  group  3  to  4  years  inclusive  with  78  cases  ;  there  were 
72  cases  in  children  aged  5-9  years  and  43  cases  in  children  aged 
one  to  two  years.  There  were  4  cases  in  children  under  the  age 
of  one  year,  6  cases  in  the  age  group  10  to  14  years  and  one  case 
in  an  adult.  The  number  of  cases  of  measles  was  much  lower 
in  surrounding  areas  compared  with  the  Warsop  area  and  1952  was 
not  an  epidemic  year  for  measles  in  the  remainder  of  the  country. 
The  main  incidence  occurred  in  the  months  of  May  and  June. 
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Twenty-two  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  10  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  occurred  during  the  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria 
and  there  are  comments  on  diphtheria  later  in  the  report  under 
the  heading  of  diphtheria  immunisation. 

One  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  occurred  in  the  Church  Warsop 
area  in  a  child  of  two  years  of  age.  The  child  made  an  uneventful 
recovery  in  the  Forest  Isolation  Hospital.  The  origin  of  the 
infection  could  not  be  determined  despite  careful  investigation 
and  laboratory  examinations  of  specimens  from  other  members  of 
the  family  who  remained  unaffected. 


Tuberculosis. 

There  were  five  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year  and  one  new  case  of  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
and  four  persons  died  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  This  preventable 
disease  is  mainly  found  nowadays  where  there  is  overcrowding. 
In  such  circumstances  the  disease  rapidly  spreads  when  introduced 
into  the  household.  The  continued  policy  of  the  Council  to  give 
housing  priority  to  families  in  which  there  is  or  are  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  evidence  of  their  desire  and  co-operation 
in  reducing  the  ravages  of  this  disease. 


Welfare  Amenities  and  School  Health  Services. 

These  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council.  The 
Clinics  are  well  attended  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  table 
printed  elsewhere  in  the  report.  It  is  gratifying  that  many  mothers 
attend  the  school  clinic  with  their  children.  This  is  an  exception 
to  previous  experience  elsewhere. 


The  New  Sewage  Works. 

Great  progress  was  made  in  the  construction  of  the  sewage 
works  during  the  year  more  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  Mr. 
Wombell’s  report.  Considerable  delay  in  the  supply  of  the  pumping 
machinery  caused  a  big  hold-up  but  the  works  are  operating  satis¬ 
factorily  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report.  However,  I  must 
confess  some  concern  as  to  the  ability  of  the  main  15  inch  sewer 
laid  along  Burns  Lane  to  cope  with  the  sewage  from  the  12  inch 
and  9  inch  sewers  in  Sherwood  Street  and  from  the  9  inch  sewer 
in  High  Street. 
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The  existing  sewer  in  Eastlands  Lane  is  in  a  state  of  disrepair, 
possibly  due  to  mining  operations  and  the  eventuality  of  a  complete 
break  down  must  be  borne  in  mind. 

The  plans  for  sewage  disposal  at  Gleedthorpe  Cottages  made 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  were  looked  upon  with  disfavour. 
The  officials  of  the  Ministry  readily  agreed  to  my  suggestion  for 
a  more  satisfactory  alternative. 


Designated  Milk  Regulations. 

During  the  year  the  district  was  approved  for  the  sale  of 
designated  milk  only.  This  will  ensure  a  much  purer  milk  supply 
for  the  inhabitants. 


Food  and  Drugs. 

Facilities  for  the  preparation  and  sale  of  food  are  satisfactory 
in  the  district  with  the  exception  of  one  establishment  where 
ice-cream  is  prepared  for  sale.  The  conditions  in  this  establishment 
are  not  ideal.  Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  of  samples 
of  ice  cream  prepared  by  this  firm  have  been  very  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  Only  one  sample  fell  in  Grade  2. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
valued  support,  Mr.  Wombell,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  fellow 
officers  for  their  co-operation  and  advice  at  all  times.  I  would 
like  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  excellent  work  of  Miss  E.  Raithby 
and  Mrs.  E.  M.  Short,  Health  Visitors  in  your  area  and  I  wish 
to  thank  Mrs.  Cale  for  her  invaluable  assistance  in  the  preparation 
of  this  report.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  in  conjunction  with  that  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1952. 

The  period  under  review  has  been  one  without  any  untoward 
incident  in  public  health  matters  and  in  spite  of  economic  restrictions 
there  has  been  steady  progress  in  the  sphere  of  environmental 
hygiene. 

An  improved  refuse  collection  service  was  made  possible  by 
your  Council  and  the  National  Coal  Board,  permitting  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  bin  exchange  system  at  those  properties  owned  by 
them,  which  together,  comprise  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  houses 
in  the  district. 

The  income  from  the  sale  of  wastepaper  salvage  was  con¬ 
siderably  less  than  last  year  owing  to  restriction  of  deliveries  and  a 
slump  in  the  price.  However,  the  wisdom  of  having  a  contact  with 
the  Board  Mills  was  again  proved,  and  made  it  possible  to  keep  the 
scheme  going,  in  the  hope  of  better  days  to  come.  The  salvage 
movement  has  now  become  an  important  factor  in  the  internal 
economy  of  the  country  and  it  is  therefore  regrettable  that  there 
should  be  this  lack  of  economic  stability,  which  is  most  discouraging 
to  those  Local  Authorities  who  have  spent  a  considerable  amount 
of  time  and  money  in  establishing  an  efficient  recovery  service. 

There  has  been  increased  reluctance  on  the  part  of  property 
owners  to  carry  out  repairs,  as  a  result  of  the  ever  rising  building 
costs  and  this  has  caused  some  concern  and  necessitated  more  visits. 
The  continuance  of  this  trend  will  shorten  the  life  of  affected 
properties  and  require  more  slum  clearance  at  a  later  date.  The 
erection  during  the  }^ear  of  one  hundred  and  sixteen  traditional 
type  houses  by  your  Council  was  a  gratifying  achievement  and  the 
best  in  the  post-war  period  and  has  eased  the  housing  situation 
considerably.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  rate  of  contsruction  will 
be  maintained  during  1953. 
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In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  active  interest  and 
support  at  all  times  and  to  Dr.  Gordon  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  all  other  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

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Deaths  attributable  to  the  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood 
vessels  constitutes  the  largest  single  group  as  causes  of  death, 
accounting  for  27  male  and  24  female  deaths.  The  main  under¬ 
lying  factor  in  this  group  is  a  process  of  degeneration  or  fair  wear 
and  tear. 

There  were  four  deaths  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and 
three  of  these  deaths  were  women  aged  27,  40  and  43  years.  This 
is  a  most  regrettable  state  of  affairs  because  the  disease  has  killed 
three  relatively  young  persons  at  a  stage  when  they  should  be  in 
the  prime  of  their  lives  and  more  so  because  tuberculosis  is  a  pre¬ 
ventable  disease. 

Two  deaths  resulted  from  accidents  involving  motor  vehicles. 
Deaths  on  the  roads  have  reached  staggering  figures.  Road  users 
include  motor  vehicles  of  all  types,  cyclists  and  pedestrians,  and 
all  such  users  of  the  roads  should  exercise  proper  care.  Exceptions 
to  this  statement  are  young  children  whose  actions  are  unpredictable 
and  old  persons  who  are  unable  to  estimate  speeds  of  vehicles 
because  of  failing  sight.  When  the  actions  of  adults  are  observed, 
principally  pedestrians  who  step  into  the  roadway  without  due 
care,  one  hesitates  to  state  that  parents  could  help  the  Road  Safety 
Campaign  by  teaching  children  suitable  kerb  drill  and  by  ensuring 
that  young  children  do  not  have  ready  access  to  busy  roads  and 
streets.

Vaccination  against  smallpox  has  fallen  to  a  lamentably  low 
figure  in  this  area  and  throughout  the  country  as  a  whole.  But 
smallpox  is  not  a  disease  of  the  past  and  could  easily  reach  epidemic 
proportions  in  this  country  in  its  unprotected  state.  It  should 
also  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  case  of  smallpox,  in  the  incubation 
period,  can  be  at  large  for  over  a  week  before  the  disease  is  diagnosed 
thanks  to  air  travel  which  has  reduced  the  size  of  the  world  and 
brought  much  nearer  in  time  those  countries  where  smallpox  is

prevalent.  It  is  not  generally  realised  that  vaccination  in  infancy 
tends  to  reduce  the  severity  of  the  reaction  in  a  person  re-vaccinated 
in  adult  life  and  that  primary  vaccination  in  an  adult  is  a  more 
dangerous  operation  than  re- vaccination.

The  largest  number  of  defects  referred  to  hospital  are  undoubtedly 
those  relating  to  the  nose  and  throat,  namely  tonsils  and  adenoids 
and  I  have  wondered  whether  there  is  any  connection  between 
the  use  of  comforters  in  infancy  and  these  particular  defects. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  instituted  a  hearing  test  for 
school  children  and  this  test  has  proved  of  great  value  in  revealing 
defects  in  the  ear  which  had  not  been  evident  to  the  child  or  parents.

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  supply  continues  to  be  that  obtained  from  the  Meden 
Valley  Waterworks  and  is  constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent 
quality. 

The  supply  is  taken  from  three  boreholes  sunk  into  the  bunter 
sandstone  beds  at  the  Budby  Pumping  Station.  Nos.  1  and  2 
Bores  are  used  only  as  auxiliary  supplies,  the  main  source  being 
from  No.  3  Bore,  which  is  250  feet  in  depth  and  the  present  rate  of 
pumping  is  2,600,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  extraction  of  sand  from  the  boreholes  caused  some  concern, 
but  by  lowering  the  rate  of  pumping  a  marked  reduction  has  been, 
achieved,  and  next  year  new  switch  gear  and  regulators  will  be 
installed  in  order  to  enable  the  pumps  to  be  run  at  variable  speeds. 

A  further  increase  in  the  total  hardness  of  the  water  is  shown 
from  the  results  of  the  chemical  analyses  and  averaged  241  p.p.m. 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  228  in  1951.  No  definite  reason 
can  be  given  for  this  increase  in  hardness,  but  it  is  thought  that 
it  may  be  due  to  a  lowering  of  the  water  table  or  to  mining  sub¬ 
sidence. 

Sterilisation  is  achieved  by  chloramination. 
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Twelve  chemical  and  twenty-four  bacteriological  samples  were 
taken  from  the  Budby  Station  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.

3^ards  of  3-inch  were  laid  on  the  Sherwood  Street  site  and  275  yards 
of  3-inch  water  main  at  Leeming  I  an^ 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

In  spite  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  existing  sewage  works  and 
the  ever  increasing  volume  of  sewage  requiring  to  be  treated,  a 
satisfactory  effluent  has  been  produced  as  a  result  of  constant 
vigilance. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  considerable  extensions 
to  the  new  works  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  all  major  constructional 
operations  were  finished  and  the  following  additions  had  been 
made  : 

(a)  Dividing  Chamber  (4-in.  Flume  to  old  works  and  16-in. 
flume  to  new  works). 

(b)  Three  detritus  tanks. 

(c)  Two  vertical  settling  tanks  together  with  dosing  chambers. 

(d)  Four  bacteria  beds  (85-ft.  6-in.  diameter  filled  with 
graded  granite). 

(e)  Two  Humus  tanks. 

(f)  Eighteen  sludge  drying  beds. 
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Delivery  and  installation  of  the  pumping  machinery  will 
complete  the  project  and  enable  the  new  works  to  be  put  into 
commission  early  next  year.  This  scheme  which  has  cost  some 
£85,000  will  ensure  adequate  sewage  treatment  at  minimum  cost 
for  an  estimated  period  of  40  years. 

In  conjunction  with  this  scheme  the  existing  9-in  sewer  in 
Sherwood  Street  was  extended  a  further  1,450  yards  and  35  house¬ 
holders  took  advantage  of  this  extension  and  abolished  their 
cesspools. 

On  the  new  housing  estate  at  Sherwood  Street  318  yards  of 
9-in.  sewer  and  581  yards  of  6-in.  sewer  were  laid,  together  with 
1,165  yards  of  surface  water  sewer. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  continued  to  be  carried  out  by 
direct  labour  using  the  relay  system  of  refuse  collection.  Three 
vehicles  of  the  low  loading  type  were  used  on  this  work,  one  of  which 
was  kept  as  a  spare  vehicle  in  case  of  breakdown.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  replace  the  oldest  of  these  vehicles  and  in  April  a  new 
10  cu.  yd.  Karrier  C.K.3  model  (6-man  cab)  was  put  into  commission, 
and  the  increased  capacity  of  this  vehicle  proved  of  benefit.  Some 
difficulties  were  experienced  during  the  winter  months  owing  to 
sickness  of  staff,  but  these  were  not  so  acute  as  in  recent  years  and 
a  regular  collection  was  maintained.  The  allevation  of  these 
difficulties  was  without  doubt  due  to  the  introduction  of  an  exchange 
system  of  bin  collection  at  those  properties  belonging  to  the  Council 
and  National  Coal  Board,  who  together,  are  owners  of  more  than 
two-thirds  of  the  houses  in  the  district.  Permission  to  operate 
this  system  was  obtained  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  as  a 
result  of  only  one  visit  being  necessary  to  each  household  instead 
of  two  the  rate  of  collection  was  immediately  increased  and  main¬ 
tained. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  continued 
at  Gravel  Lane  until  May  when  this  operation  was  transferred  to 
the  Carrs,  Church  Street.  This  land  has  been  acquired  by  the 
Council  with  a  view  to  extending  the  existing  playing  held  by 
recovering  the  marshy  area  adjacent  to  the  River  Meden.  The 
area  on  which  tipping  will  be  necessaty,  amounts  to  some  15  acres 
and  it  is  estimated  that  a  period  of  four  to  five  years  will  be  required 
to  complete  this  operation. 
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As  in  previous  years  the  collection  of  wastepaper  salvage 
was  carried  out  by  the  house  refuse  removal  lorries  with  trailers 
attached.  Owing  to  the  greatly  reduced  prices  being  paid  and 
restriction  of  the  quantity  which  could  be  dispatched  to  the  paper 
mills,  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  income  from  this  source 
has  resulted,  as  compared  with  last  year.

Petroleum  Acts. 

Eighteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  11,900  gallons  of  petrol.  Nine  of  the  licensed  premises 
had  hand-pumps  fitted  to  storage  tanks,  eight  had  electric  pumps 
and  one  stored  in  metal  barrels.  All  premises  were  visited  during 
the  year  and  no  contraventions  of  note  were  found. 


Rodent  Control. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  decided  to  employ  a  part- 
time  Rodent  Operator  and  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  is 
provided  to  residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial 
premises  is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  The  service  established 
by  the  Council  has  proved  completely  adequate  for  the  requirements 
of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.

No  difficulties  were  encountered  in  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  concerning  ventilation,  heating,  lighting,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  handwashing  facilities,  for  which  the  Council 
are  responsible.  Improved  handwashing  facilities  were  secured  at 
two  premises  and  additional  sanitary  accommodation  at  another 
whilst  other  minor  defects  were  dealt  with  at  the  time  of  the  visit 
or  remedied  by  informal  action. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  123  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  within 
the  district.  These  in  the  main  continued  to  be  satisfactory  and 
thirteen  premises  which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory 
conditions,  mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal 
action. 

No  contraventions  of  the  byelaws  as  to  handling,  wrapping 
and  delivery  of  food  and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air,  were  found 
daring  routine  inspection  of  shops,  vehicles  and  places  where  food 
is  prepared.

Ice  Cream. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Section  14. 

There  are  18  premises  registered  in  regard  to  ice  cream,  17  of 
these  are  for  storage  and  sale  only  and  the  remaining  1  for  manu¬ 
facture,  storage  and  sale, 
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In  all  cases  where  ice-cream  is  sold  from  shops  it  is  sold  wrapped 
as  received  from  the  manufacturers. 

The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  results  of  27  samples  of  ice  cream 
taken  over  the  year.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggest  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  I,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Inspection  of  the  manufacturers  premises  showed  that  the 
Grade  III  sample  was  due  to  faulty  refrigeration  plant  and  follow 
up  samples  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Twenty  three  water-ice  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteri¬ 
ological  examination  and  five  of  these  were  considered  to  be  un¬ 
satisfactory.  One  of  these  unsatisfactory  samples  was  from 
manufacturer’s  premises  within  the  district  and  was  probably 
caused  by  lack  of  cleanliness.  The  demand  for  water  ices  is  such 
that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  bacteriological  standard  should 
be  introduced  without  delay  further. 

Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  four  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing  prepared 
meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  14,  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  1938,  as  compared  with  three  last  year.  The  new 
registration  was  granted  after  certain  improvements  had  been 
carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department.  Frequent 
inspections  of  these  premises  showed  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness 
to  be  maintained. 

Meat. 

All  food  animals  are  slaughtered  at  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Slaughterhouse  at  Mansfield  and  then  allocated,  to  the  local  butchers. 

Routine  inspection  is  made  of  meat  supplies  at  the  local 
distribution  centre  and  in  the  butchers’  shops. 

Private  domestic  consumers  slaughtered  91  pigs  during  the 
year  under  licence  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  where  practicable 
these  were  inspected  and  advice  given  to  the  owners  but  no  carcases 
were  found  unfit  for  food.

One  Licence  and  12  renewals  of  licence  to  slaughter  animals 
were  issued  during  the  year. 

A  cash  captive  bolt  pistol  for  humane  slaughtering  of  animals 
is  available  for  purpose  of  loan  from  the  Health  Department  in 
cases  of  emergency.
